Suffered from I/sick 01 Food. 


London, England, Dec. 11. — Wei- 


faro workers in the great East 35nd 
report that families in that district 
have suffered much less than might 
have been expected from the high cost 
of food.

iSone Proposal for Periodicals Is Most 


Radical Departure in Measure. 


One-cent pontage for local first-class 


mall deliveries and a. zone system of 
rates for second class matter which is

charges for magazines and i/ther peri- 
odicals h«.vlng a nation-wide circula- 
tion are provided for in the annual 
post office appropriation bill as virtu- 
ally completed at Washington. 
The 


measure, carrying nppropriations of 
approximately 
*3-' .ViOO.OOU. probably 


will be reported to the House this 
week. 


Under th* one-cent postage provi- 


sion, the rato on letters and other mall 
matter o£ the first class when deposi- 
ted In any poat-oili'je or brauch post- 
office or letter box or post-office in the 
delivery distiict for de-livery within 
tho !!ruil.i of the pon-office, city or 
rural delivery district, would be cut 
in half. 


The 
zone proposal for handling 


newspaper and magazines, which now- 
pay a. Hat rale of one cent a point, is 
regarded at on>; of the most radical 
changes in postage ratea in years. It 
divides the country into eight zones 
with rates chargeable ranging from 
one c-f-nt for 300 miles to six centa for 
1,800 mileM or more. The bulk of daily 
newspapers, the committee believed, 
will not be afff-cteU because they do 
not circulate beyond a 300-mile radius. 
Tho 1)111 provides: 


"That all newspapers, 
magazines 


and other publications regularly ad- 
mitted to the mails as matter of the 
second class, when mailed by the pub- 
lisher, shall hereafter bj subject to 
the following rates of postage, the 
zono .«ysteni now applying to parcel 
post matter to be adapted also to sec- 
ond class matter: 


".Local, first, second and third zone 


(under 300 miles) one cent a pound. 


"Fourth zone (300 to 600 miles), 


two cents a pound.
